Laws Against Adulterations. 
Probably in no country in the world are 
the Iuws against adulterations of all kinds 80 
siridgent in their character and so rigorously 
enforced, ga. in. Englaud ; yet notwithstand- 


’ ing all the precautions that are taken to pro- 


tect society against imposture, and the pub- 
lic health from injury by the use of adulter- 
ated food and drinks, it is really astonishing 
the extent to which the;practice is carried in 
almost every department of business. 
Scarcely an article that ag ordinary English- 
man eats, drinks or. wears, can be said to be 
entirely free of adulteration. Garments said 
to be made of pure wool, are usually largely 
mixed with cotton ; the finest silk velvets are 
seldom wholly made of silk ; every article of 
food that it is worth while to adulterate, will 
be found to have been more or less doctored; 
and’as for liquors, the extent to. which they 
are aduWerated, and the patafe,and variety

Thanks to the investigations 
of chamistd ‘g04) medical. practitioners, the 
veil Bac been lifted, and the polsonous naigre 
of many liquors im common use, and their 
effects upon thp heman system, bave been 
exposed. Laws have been enacted to chetk, 
it nét fo Geetroy thie evil, which was cating 
into.the very vitals of society, and sending 
handreds and thousands of haman beings an- 
nually to premature graveds Those laws 
bave undoubtedly done very mucl-geod, and 
although they have aot aucceeded wholly ia 
driving adulterated Liquers {rout the markets, 
they bave caused a very material improve- 
ment in the nature and character of the li- 
quors consumed. We observethat recently 
in England the authorities bave been turning 
theif Attention to the matare of the milk sap- 
plied by deirymes to thelr customers, and it 
bas been discovered that a large percentage 
of what was distributed over London as pure 
and -wholesome:. milk, did not contaia 
a single particle of the pure lacteal fluid, sad 
that a still larger pereentage contained about 
equal quattities of milk, chalk and water, 
with which the people whitened their tea_and 
purses dosed the children committed to their 
eare, The police have been playing havoc 
among vendors of adulterated milk, and the 
result will be; for a time at least, that con- 
sumers will obtain a better article of milk for 
daily yee. We observe that the press is aleo 
calling public attention to what is termed 
eadhadaa bouses—that is, houses built 
without due regard to the laws of cleanliness 
and ventilation—and we may soon expect to 
hear that the suthorities have taken this 
subject in band also, and that the poor as 
well a the rich shall enjoy the blessings of 
pure and bealthy houses. On this subject 
the Pall Mall Gazette says :—" Most of our 
disease, and a great deal of our crime, comes 
from a single source. Men and women are 


unbealthy beqause they live ia uowholesome | de29 


houses ; tkey‘bave recourse to drink partly 
because the act of getting it takes them out 
of their houses, and so is in itself attractive, 


-and.partly because the physical depres iou 


chused by ill-beslth makes s stimulant of 
any kind unnaturally gratefal ; drinking be- 
gets drunkenness, and when that stage is 
reached crime follows in many cases as a 
matter of course. No one denies this sac- 
cession of canse and effect ;-on the contrary, 
the moral and physical mischief done by un- 
whalesome houses'ts one of our chief sanitary 
commonplaces. Yet in no one respect are 
our sauitary legislation and administration 
so, defective as they are with regard to 
houses,, There are building Acts in abun- 
_danee; and in London, at all events, if the 
owner of # house wants to make a room 
lightet by throwing out a bay window, or to 
shelter, the inmates from rain by making s 
covered way from his door to his garden 
~ gate, be finds that be has to negotiate mat- 
ters with the local surveyor, and perbaps, 
after all, he is not allowed to improve his 
own*property. If, on the other hand, he de- 
sires fo take @ negative form, and all he 
wants to do is to omit some sanitary precau- 
tion, be bas no difficulty in keeping the 
surveyor’ st arm’s length, Only the 
other day, for example, it was stated on 
good.authority that many of the newer parts 
of London, in which the houses have all been 
built since thé existing laws were in force, 
are without any adequate drainage. Lon- 
doners have been burdened with debt and 
‘tazation construct the maio drainage 
works, but the equally important considera- 
tion how the drains of each separate house 
are counected with the main sewers is left to 
the carelessness or the parsimony of indivi- 
dual builders and landlordg. What the state 
of things ie in those parts of the town which 
are net veneered over with respectability and 
stuces is well known, The medical officers 
of beslth never make a report which docs:not 
condemn a number of houses, sometimes 
whole streets, as unfit for human babitation. 
They have been doing this for years past, 
and it would be an interestiag subject of in- 
quiry how many of those condemned houses 
are é@till inbabited, Occasionally a vestry 
makes a raid, upon some of the worst—or, 
perhaps, to put it more accurately, apon 
those among the worst which are not the 
property of vestrymen—and some faint sem- 
blence of a clearance is effected. But the 
aggregate of unwholesomeness is not, we 
suspect, much reduced by these intermittent 
displays of sanitary virtue. And about the 
better classes of houses, as to which doctors 
and sanitary engineers give such discourag- 
ing evidence, nobody troubles himself at all. 
The sepulchre is newly whitened every three 
years, according to the stipulation in the 
lease. But the lease says nothing about the 
_Wncleanness within, and that often remains 
‘in a state which could hardly be worse if it 
were really full of dead men’s bones. These 
evils, and all the consequences which flow 
from them, will go unchecked uatil we have 
~ the coutage to apply to the sellers of houses 
the same law which has lately been applied 
with such good results to the sellers of milk 
and groceries, The man who sells or lets a 
house should be held answerable for that 


house being free from any additions injurious 
to health. 4

Lillooet Correspondence. 
Eptron Stanparp: I take this opportunity 


of forwarding for your inspection, samples of 


wheat, the produce of my farms east of the 
Cascade mouataios. 

No. 1 package is the produce of bench land 
—of course, irrigated—and enlied the Chad- 
wick wheat, as it was tntroduced some years 
ngo by that person It isa general favorite 
with the millers, from its easy grinding, and 
produciog more flour then any other wheat, 
and equally productive in sowing. 

No. 2 sample-is Red Chaff, grown on the 
same land, easier to thresb,but dues not pro- 
duce so much flour. 

No. 3 sample is the same as No.1, but 
grown on reclaimed grouad,—aot irrigated— 
Our bench lands produce on an average one 
thousand pounds per acre; decidedly the 
best spring wheat in the world, equal to any 
winter grown wheat. Brush, or reclaimed 
‘Innds, yield an average of two thousand lbs. 
per acre, but not so fine in quality. I would 
bave sent you a barrel of flour made from No. 
1 sample, but it would, at the lowest calco- 
lation cost, laid down in ‘Victoria, twelve 
dollars for freight and charges. .1 suppose 
you could perchase the imported article for 
half that amount. 

Should it not be out of place, I will give 
a short sketch of my tarming on this side of 
the Caseades; Io the spriag of 1860, | sct- 
tled upon my present farm ; it was prognosti- 
cated that J should starve uponit. Now 
mark, it was @ dense brush farm; 1 set to 
work in good earnest to chop and burn; my 
progress was very slow, but! atill/ stuck to 
the brash, setting little value on the land al- 
teudy cleared, or the bench land. Cariboo 
was discovered, and the great price of barley 
eaused persons to take up bench lauds and 
irrigate, I saw their success; I also took up 
land adjoining my present farmjof that class. 
Before | had got it in working trim, barley 
fell to three cents per Ib, Alter that we man. 
aged to erecta flour mill,—bat whest grow- 
ing was never profitable, from want of peo- 
ple to consume the flour. My bench farm 
produces one hundred thousand pounds of 
wheat, and could be made to produce much 
more. I wish to let it om shares; I offer to 
furuish everything needed, for half the pro- 
duce;—the temant conteibu:ing his labor 
alone, But it is not to be done; in fact, 
should I offer the whole property for noth- 
ing, with a proviso that it was to be cropped 
ateoant could not be fouod.- In fourteen 
years | have reclaimed from brusb, one hun- 
dred acres, costing fifty dollars per acre. I 
bave invested upgards of seventeen thousand 
dollars on the propefty, in Sifchirg. drain- 
ing, feacing, building aad reclaiming, besides 
my own labor, and to-day the property is 
worthless, 

Mr.’ Editor, I think I have fared much 
worse than the Provincial legislator who bad 
spent the best of his life in the service of the 
people, and received but ingratitude. I have 
on, band a fair purtion of my last crop of 
wheat in flour, and ene bandred and fifty 
thousand pounds of wheat of this year’s crop. 
Net a sack of flour or one hundred of wheat 
can I sell at any price. I have one satisfac- 
tion, however, I am not alone, Between 
Lillooet and Clinton there are well on to two 
million pounds of wheat, which divide by: 
255, gives us 7,755 barrels of flour, which all 
could be forwarded to the coast had wea 
practicable outlet-—with 500,000 tbs. of 
beans, We never had but the Mesars. Har- 
per to buy wheat; they have given it up: for 


| want of a- market for the dour, bavjog two 
\years’ supply on hand, 


The catsle trail will not relieve the farmer 
from the pressure, and they (toe farmers) 
constitute ninety-nine of the buodred of the 
Settlers. It is supposed it will take $20,000 
more to complete it. With the addition of 
$25,000 more a wagon road could be built, 
making $50,000 in all. No kind of produce 
will pay two or three cents to the packer, but 
the settler with a road would brave Yankee 
produce to get a few dollars for bis present 
wants, and parchase his little necessaries at 
reasonable rates. He hasto pay at present 
from 100. to 600 per cent. over Victoria 
prices, and that is a sofficient tax for any 
class of men to pay. Give them protectivo, 
markets, or what they will, there is no dan- 
ger of their becoming rich or arrogant, Io 
all new countries he merely labors for pos- 
terity. There are no politics on the Main- 
land, but the people are tired of the old game 
of blind man’s buff being played over and 
over again at every assembly of the Council. 
No Council can hold office long until a sound 
practical policy is established in the Govern- 
meat. of the Province, and carried out. Jf 
we ever bad a policy it has been a blind one, 
for it has driven more settlers from the Pro- 
vince than it brought.iu. The people east of 
the Cascades would like to retain. the powers 
that be, rather than a change of men, in or- 
der to give them an opportunity of establish- 
ing @ policy adapted to the wants of the 
Province, 

The road tax is condemned by all classes 
as being one-sided, and unjust. The poll tax 
of two dollars finds more favor, the road tax 
has been levied alone upon the energy and 
industry of the settler. We all know that 
Government as well as farming or other in- 
dustries, require money to make them a 
success. No tax, or a direct one can be 
tolerated, but a general property tax. 

It was quite refreshing to read Mr. Smithe's 
letter upon the tariff. fe is evident we have 
oue practical mas to represect us. But! 
cancot see why the local Government bas not 
the power of memorisiliziuog through our 
represeatatives in Ottawa. Has any vuther 
corporate body,-for instance the Board of 
Trade? It would tot appear dignified to peti- 
tition for what wae igoorantly voted away, 
two sessions previously, but we expect our 
representatives to do their duty. Should the 
Ottawa Government refase to give us a 
special tariff, she could well afford to place 
two dollars per barrel on flour, as it would 
bot clash with the interests of any of the rest 
of the Provineds: To place a duty upon 
wheat, then the large interests of Untarie and 
the St. Lawrence, both forwarding and mill- 
ing, would bein danger. It bas been the 
policy of the Canadian Government to mono- 
polize the carrying trade of the Great West. 
Could we get but the one concession, it 
would be of great benefit to this Providee. 
Allowing wheat to come in freo with two dol- 
lars placed on flour, would cause mills to be 
built on the seaboard. Every barrel of flour 
maoufactured would leave two dollars in the 
Province; it would create a market for 
wheat ; encourage farmers to grow it; settle 
ap those rich lands at the mouth of the 
Fraser; give an impetus to ship building; and 
foster the coasting trade, and protection to 
wheat growers generally.

Let him 
sit down awhile and watch the operation 
of sending messeges, That cvel, quiet 
fellow, who handles the black buttoued 
brass key so defily, can interpret ‘this 
juinble of sound. With now and then 
“break” be writes it in English as it 
comes in apon bim like a second class hail 
sturm. The nature of the waltiform mes- 
sages matters little to the operator, so 
long as be can take them readily. Now 
he transmits the urgent business telegram, 
and again be pens the tidings of sorrow 
and death Tntellectually he. koows the 
difference between them. Morally he 
does not. As a professional character 
your prime “‘lightaiag slinger” is altoge- 
ther devoid of seatiment. In this respect 
he resembles an educated sargeon ia good 
pracsice, Who carves and slashes away 
among our bones and tissues as uncen- 
ceruedly as his co-worker, the wood sew- 
yer, divides a frieudless stick. Bat what 
miracles the telegraph operators are con- 
stantly perfurming | They deal with the 
balf tamed devil of electricity, aud only 
get kicked over occasionally for meddling 
with bim. They grasp the ends of the 
earth iu théir nimble fingers, and listen 
to the measured rhythm of an organ whose 
key’ are “‘over the bills und far away,” 
Tho instantaneous flash of the. boofs of 
these winged ‘steeds of air, and the per» 
emptory way in which they announce 
their arrival, reminds us of Davy Crock - 
ett’s ‘bell in harness,” 

Does anybody think of the inestimable 
usefulness. of the poorly paid telegraph 
operator? All daylong he sits in his 
chair and scatters abroad the nervous fluid 
of all life. Messages of all sorts pass 
throngh his faithfal hands. He knows 
secrets which are vital to the business, 
the prosperity, the reputation, the ex- 
istence itself of thousands, but he rarely 
betrays them. From the dignified Pres- 
ident down through all grades of ‘men to 
the bustling grocer, who wants a barrel 
of sugar sent ©. O. D. by express, all 
must take the operator into their confi 
dence. Then, when night bas drawn 
her curtains round the sleeping world, 
aod business has stopped its weary wheels 
io all the large offices the second instal- 
ment of operators comes on duty, They 
refresh the ‘locals,” roll up their mental 
shirt sleeves and listen. Belated mes 
sages of a personal kind now and then 
roll upon the table, ‘*Pres¢” poars in by: 
the column. Hard words, long words, 
English, French, Dutch, Russian, and 
Spanish words rattle over the brass jaws 
of the incessant “sounder,” Quickly, 
aod with few mi takes, the trained ear 
takes end classifies it all. Daylight 
“breaks’’ but the operator don’t. .Time’s 
up, however. He disconnects and starts 
for hom. 

Considering the kind of service ren- 
dered by the telegraph operators, their 
responsibility, their intimate relation to 
the essential facts of each day’s exper- 
ience throughout the world, does the 
public appreciate these men? Or are 
they to be ranked with the great class, 
like locomotive engineers and steamboat 
pilots, of whom everything is required, 
and who get fewer. thanks than dollars, 
and not euough of either to fill a child’s 
thimble? We don’t say as to that bat teke 
pleasure in to.stittg the men of the throt- 
tle valve, the wheel aud the key—a trinity 
of indastry and skill. Strength to the 
boiler, the rudder and the battery, and 
good luck to the servants of civilization.
